r, Sept 11.— Nothing offl- 

claU, m far as can be ascertained, was 
received at the treasury department 
Tuesday from representatives of tho 
Belmont-Morgan syndicate indicating 
whether or not they intended to make 
good the treasury depleted gold re- 
serve.
